How- 
g ever, there does exist an ER retirement of 
letters that are parts of series from all area divisions. 
This retirement may fill some of the gaps listed above. 


6. I am sending a memorandum (copy attached) to 
the Chief, Historical Staff requesting the ER retirement 
be made available for distribution within the CS. 


7. A collation of policy material concerning the 
25X1A9a DDP has been proceeding over the past several years. 
Miss TT bas been systematically exploiting 
DDP records and carding policy material and continues 
to do so. This program has developed the location 
and subject matter of some 700 DDP policy documents to 
date. In addition, 400 documents concerning the Office 
of the DDP have been carded from other sources. One 
copy of these index cards is maintained in chronological 
order while another copy is by subject matter. These 
are, of course, available to DDP writers when appropriate.
